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REMARKS 

The Examiner has required a restriction in the present application between: 

Group I - containing claims 4-1 1 drawn to a method of making an emissive plastic optical 
fiber; and 

Group II - containing claims 1-3 and 12-18 drawn to a device comprising a plastic optical 

fiber. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect Group 
II, with traverse and Species A (Fies. 2a-3b) drawn to an emissive plastic optical fiben 

Claim(s) 1-3 are directed to the elected Species A. As acknowledged by the 
Examiner, at least claim 1 is generic*
